This brood iast appeared in 1913, 
at which time the insects were 
present in considerable numbers in 
Northwest Missouri, and parts of 
Iowa and Kansas. 

The infestation this season will 
probably cover most of the north- 
western part of the State, and may 
extend as far east as the Missis- 
sippi River, and as far south as 
Vernon County, Missouri, Dr. Sulli- 
van said. 

“The cicada or i7-year locust 
spends nearly 17 years as a nymph 
beneath surface of the ground 
where it feeds on the roots of 
plants,” the ccmmissioner  ex- 
plained. “When the nymph ma- 
tures, it leaves the ground and 
crawis upen some object, the iast 
hymphal!l skin splits down the back 
and the full fledged adult 
emerges.”

FOR RAID KILLING AFFIRMED 


Roy V. Miller Was First United 
States Prohibition Officer Con- 
victed of Killing in Raid.

CINCINNATI, O., May 13.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals today affirmed an opinion of 
the Federal District Court of 
Western Kentucky, convicting Roy 
Vv. Miller of manslaughter. Miller 
was the first Federal prohibition 
agent ever convicted of taking 
human life in a liquor raid. He 
was sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment.

OSLO,. May 13.—Dr. -Fridtjo 
Nansen, famous’ Norwegian Arctic 
explorer, humanitarian and author, 


died unexpectedly today at the age 
of 68 while in the midst of plans 
for a dirigible flight over the North 
Pole next year. His death was so 
sudden that he was alone when he 
died, neither his relatives nor a 
doctor being present. 

“For some time he had been con- 
fined to his bed by an attack of 
phiebitis, or inflammation of the 
veins, in one of his legs. During 
the last few weeks, however, he 
felt better and was able to get up 
again. Shortly after noon today 
he was suddenly attacked by par- 
alysis of the heart and died in a 
few minutes. | 

The famous expiorer, who made 
several trips to the Arctic, the 
most noted being the Fram expe- 
dition in 1893, also gave much of 
hig life to relief work after the 
World War. He was ._ widely 
known in the United States where 
he frequently lectured. His last

“On the subject of cruisers, our 
delegation made an exhaustive 
study, and they came to the con- 
clusion ‘that the United States 
should not put all its eggs into one 
basket—that we should not build 
exclusively a type of cruiser that 
has never been tested in battle. 

“Cruisers have many functions, 
Some of them can be performed 
best by the six-inch gun cruiser; 
we, therefore, decided to divide 
our cruiser strength into two parts. 
We felt not only that we had gain- 
ed parity, but that, having regard 
for the future, we stood in the fa- 
vored position of having our pow- 
er distributed over two classes of 
ships. 

“One of the criticisms against 
the six-inch gun cruiser in the past 
has been on the ground of its 
smaller unit size..

John J. Dowling, president of 
the Savings Trust Co., 4915 Delmar 
poulevard, stated that Delmar bou- 
levard property east of Kings high- 
way and west of Clara avenue has 
a value of from $500 to $1500 a 
front foot, while the yalue of prop- 
erty in the curbed area is as low 
as $200 a foot. There are more 
vacancies in the area than else- 
where along Delmar, Dowling said. 
Other speakers pointed out that 
when automobiles are parked at 
the curb of the 25-foot thorough- 
fares on each side of the right-of- 
way there is room for but two lanes 
of traffic, with the result that more 
fenders are crushed in the area 
than anywhere else in the city. 

An attorney representing the 
Delmar Boulevard Improvement 
Association expressed the opinion 
that the Public Service Co.’s right 
to the curbed area was doubtful, 
as the original franchise of 13890, 
under which Delmar cars are 
operated, made no provision for 
the segregation of street cars from 
other traffic. 

Oswald Owen, counsel for the 

Public Service Co., and E. K. 
Eastham, the company’s safety en- 
gineer, stated that their records 
showed there were about one-half 
the accidents in which street cars 
are involved in the disputed area, 
as compared with the section on 
Delmar between Clara avenue and 
Skinker road. Eastham said. the 
National Conference for Highway 
Safety in 1924 indorsed inclosed 
right-of-ways for street railway 
operation. 
Among the group appearing at 
the hearing were representatives of 
St. Luke’s Hospital, who previously 
had opposed the proposed renioval 
of the right of way, but who an- 
nounced today that they were sup- 
porting the measure because, in 
their opinion, the congestion result- 
ing from the condition had in- 
creased the volume of noise in front 
of the hospital. Impatient motor- 
ists sound their horns more fre- 
quently, and the faster operation 
of street cars is also a noise con- 
tributor, the hospital representa- 
tives said. 

The matter was taken under ad- 
visement by the Board of Public 
Service, which directed Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks to in- 
vestigate both sides of the case, 
Brooks estimated the cost of pav- 
ing the area at $175,000, the 
greater portion of which would 
have to be borne by the street car 
company. 


“Boy Sheriff’ Held for Trial. 

MAUSTON, Wis., May 13.—Lyall 
Wright, former “boy Sheriff” of

The use of live pigeons in trap 
shooting contests at the St. Louis" 
Gun Club, on Bellefontaine road at 
St. Cyr road in St. Louis County, is 
criticised in a letter received by 
the Humane Society of Missouri 
from C. P. Schafer, an attorney, of 
4453. San Francisco avenue. The 
practice, Schafer says, is “revolt- 
ingly cruel in all its aspects, and 
should be stopped.” 

Robert F. Sellar, executive secre- 
tary of the Humane Society, said 
he had talked with the head of the 
elub, which is a public resort, seek- 
ing to persuade him to stop using 
live pigeons as targets, but had 
been unsuccessful. The practice is 
forbidden by law in some States 
but not by specific statute in Mis- 
souri, Sellar says. 

Bishop M. Crawford, secretary 
of the club, and president of the 
St. Louis Shooting Park Associa- 
tion, which sponsors it, said he did 
not regard the shooting of live 
pigeons as cruelty to animals. Live 
birds had been used as targets at 
the club for at least eight years, 
he said, and from 20,000 to 25,000 
were used annually, the season 
lasting from October to May, 

The manner of shooting the birds 
does not differ greatly from the 
procedure in shooting clay pigeons. 
The birds are placed in a series of 
five traps, the shooter stands 30 
yards away, and as each trap is 
released and the bird takes flight, 
he is permitted two shots. If the 
bird falls wounded attendants are 
at hand to kill it, but some, 
Schafer says, manage to flutter 
away although severely wounded. 

The gun club buys its pigeons 
from farmers, who trap them in 
barns and are giad to dispose of 
them, considering them a nuisance, 
Crawford says. The farmers receive 
25 cents for each bird and the trap 
shooters pay a fee of $10 for the 
privilege of shooting at 25 birds. 
An expert shot kills most of them 
when they are released, but about 
half get away from the average 
amateur, Crawford says. 

The dead birds are considered 
the property of the club which sells 
them for food, receiving about six 
cents for each. Many are given to 
hospitals and other institutions, 
Crawford says.

The Mound Kennel Club at Mil- 
waukee paid. $12,210 in dividends 
and $12,500 in salary; the Haw- 
thorne Kennel Club near Chicago 
produced dividends of $10,150, and 
a dog track at Butte, Mont., paid 
Hyland $375. ‘The remainder of 
the income, upon which he paid a 
tax of $10,041.28, was derived from 
other sources. 

Mrs. Hyland, catled as a wit- 
ness by the plaintiffs, HyJand's two 
sisters, Mrs, Mary Martin and Mrs. 
Catherine McClurkin, and _=§ his 
brother, ‘John J. Hyland, testified 
she was her husbands’ bookkeeper 
for 14 years when he was in the 
commission business, but took no 
part in his dog track ventures. 
Questioned concerning a dog 
racing plant at Erlanger, Ky., 
which Hyland rromoted, the widow 
said she owned stock in the plant, 
but does not think her husband 
ever had a financial interest in it. 
Concerning a Federal income tax 
payment in connection with the 
Erlanger track, Mrs. Hyland said 
she is not familiar with the details 
covering the transaction, and 
merely paid the tax after her hus- 
band’s death “because it was due.” 
Counsel for the plaintiffs, who 
asserted their brother, “Marty,” 
built up an estate of more than 
$200,000 through the dog. tracks, 
and that his widow is concealing 
assets from them, sought to intro- 
duce into evidence income tax re- 
turns, which they said would show 
that Mrs. Hyland is paying taxes 
on a basis of $213,000. The court 
overruled a motion to introduce 
State income tax returns, however. 
Mrs. Hyland filed an inventory 
of her husband's estate giving the 
value as $64.000. She did not lisf 
the dog track holdings, declaring 
Hyland had transferred them to 
her before his death. The sisters 
and brother, in documents filed in 
connection with the litigation, al- 


dends of $30,000 a week from dog 
tracks. 

Hyland, who was 48 years old, 
died March 13, 1929, after an op- 
eration. His widow resides at 7112

“Inverted Falling Leaf’ Dem- 
onstrated. by the Retiring 
Naval Speed King. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 13,-—-Liéeut. 
Alford J. Williams, noted naval 
aviator, has said his farewell to 
the service with a new maneuver 
-—the lone remaining feat, he says, 
not previously accomplished by 
aviation. It is called an “inverted 
falling leaf.” 

Two days before his resignation 
from the Navy goes into effect, 
spectators were privileged today to 
tell of a flight they witnessed Sat- 
urday in which the maneuver was 
demonstrated, 

Performing high in the air, Wil- 
liams fluttered toward the earth, 
the landing gear of the plane on 
top and himself hanging down- 
ward with only his safety belt hold- 
ing him to the craft. 

He tipped the plane from side to 
side, checking it just short of the 
point at which it would fall in a 
deadly spin and zig-zagged down- 
ward like a playing card dropped 
from a skyscraper. 

Of No Military Value. 

The maneuver, he explained, has 
no military use but is of value to 
aviators in inverted flight to teach 
them when and how to avoid 
spinning if their -craft begins 
tipping from side to side. 

Williams worked out the method 
at home with small models, study- 
ing the characteristics of the 
miniature planes in the novel 
maneuver and calculating how he 
could manipulate the controls.

During President Heyvrdler’s 
visit in St. Louis last week, ‘his 
writer, in the course of half an 
hour's interview. developed 
some unofficial views that indi- 
cate magnates are seriously con- 
sidering several developments, 
among them night baseball. 
Babe Rtith salaries, Sunday 
“bargain” double-headers, and 
the long distance hitting prob- 
lem.

et AS Babe Ruth helped 


basebaH as a whole?” 
The league's chief executive re- 
flected a moment. “The Babe.” 
he replied, “has been a great 
boon to the American League 
and a great bane to the Nation- 
al League. By that I mean that 
Ruth’s highly advertised stunts 
have made him a great factor at 
the gate and brought profits to 
ALL the clubs in the league. 
Fans will go to a baseball game 
to see the Babe who would not 
ge for any other reason. To the 
American League as & money at- 
traction he is worth the epor- 
mous salary he is paid. 


“But he is bad business for 
the National. We derive no ben- 
efit from the Babe's prestige. 
He is no money in our box of- 
fices. But all our rising young 
home rtn hitters—and we have 
a number of them, if you re- 
mem ber—feel that as they ap- 
proach Babe Ruth's home-run 
performance that they should 
be paid Babe Ruth salaries. Al- 
most every club in our league 
has suffered a jacking-up of 
salaries as a result of the enor- 
mous salary guaranteed to Ruth 
in recent years. 


“Our players do not realise 
that Babe Ruth, by reason of 
years of intensive publicity, has 
won a national popularity which 
can be cashed at the box office. 

“In my opinion, there will nev- 
er be another Babe Ruth, be- 
cause al! the circumstances that 
combined to make Babe a na- 
tional hero will not again apply 
to one man.” 

Mr. Herydiler did not say wheth- 
er he wished the National 
League had a Babe Ruth. But 
his weakness for home run hit- 
ting is well known. He has his 
reasons for it. 


A Spectacle, Not a Game. 
“B ASEBALL interest has be- 
come a worship of thrills 
and winners rather than an ap- 
preciation of science and skill,” 
Mr. Heydiler observed. “Fewer 
fans today care about inside 


basgball and niceties of its play 
than formerly. Close games, fea- 
tured by airtight pitching and 
few hits, are not so popular. 
But long hits, with the bali 
soaring over the fence while 
runners scoot across the plate 
make the fans rise and roar 
—especially if the home team 
happens to be doing its stuff. 

“The evolution of baseball has 
brought us to the point where 
we must decide whether we shall 
please the public atid give it what 
it likes, or try to educate it to a 
more scientific trend, at the risk 
of losing the favor of fans. 

“T am able te say that at 
this stage of the season the Na- 
tional League as a whole has 
head a far greater attend- 
ance than last year for the 
same period. I believe it is be- 
eausé fans like hitting. We are 
again leading the American 
League considerably in hitting. 

“T believe in giving fans what 
they want, even if it doesn't con- 
form to what old-timers consid- 
ered airtight baseball. Today 
crowds are on their toes all 
through the game. At one of 
those 1-0 games in the old days 
there were plenty of yawns dur- 
ing the contest and some hand- 
claps at the finish. But thrills 
were lacking. 

“One reason I oppose exten- 
sion of the home-run  screen- 
zoning of baseball parks is that 
I think home-run hitting its

SCULPTOR REVISES 
TEXT OF COOLIDGE 


Guszom Borglum Changes 
Phrasing of Record to Be 
Carved Into One of the 
Black Hills.

NEW YORK. May 13.—Gutzon 


Borglum, sculptor, in a communi- 
cation published in the New York 
Times today, disclosed changes he 
had made in the text of the 500- 


word history of the United States 
written by Calvin Coolidge, to be 
inscribed on the granite of Mount 
Rushmore in South Dakota. 

The Coolidge text which read: 
“The Declaration of Independence 
—the eternal right to seek happi- 
ness through self-government and 
the divine duty to defend that 
right at any i sacrifice,” was 
changed to read: “In the year our 
Lord 1776 the people declared the 
eternal right to seek happiness— 
self government—and the divine 
duty to defend that right at any 
sacrifice.” 

Explanation of Change. 

Borglum, who is in charge of 
'the memorial, said he made the 
change to identify the historical 


era in which the events recorded 
took place. He said he wrote “in | 
the year of our Lord 1776 to mark 
the Christian era and eliminated 
the words “declaration of inde- 
pendence” to convert the text into 
the style of historical narrative. 
“The deciaration states that the 
Creator endowed man with cer- 
tain inalienable rights,” Borgium 
said. “The existence of these 
rights is so obvious that it needs 
only to be stated. The pursuit of 
happiness is one of these eternai

The changes in inscription, [,or- 
glum said, were to add the date 
to continue the historical narra- 
tive begun in the frist paragraph, 
substitute for the words, “the Con- 
stitution” the description of the 
event itself, insert a dash after the 
word powers for emphasis and 
eliminate the phrase “under the 
law’ because the law itself derives 
from the inalienable rights of man 
and can be changed at will. 

Borgilum said he had written to 
Mr. Coolidge regarding the changes 
in the text. 

Executives of the memorial com- 
mission said that -Borglum had 
been appointed to his post by 
Congress and that he had selected 
Coolidge to write the history. The 
question of the text, they said, 
was therefore wholly between 
Coolidge and Borglum.

Round-Table Conference 
On India Set for Oct. 20; 


Viceroy. Censures Gandhi 


By the Associated Press. 

SIME India, May 13 In a 
statement summarizing present 
conditions in India, Lord . Irwin, 
Viceroy of india, has announced 
the long-discussed round table con- 
ference to consider India's attain- 
ment of dominion status would 
open in London Oct. 20 and cen- 
sured Mahatma Ga.wdhi and the 
other leaders of the civil disobedi- 
ence movement for not awaiting 
the holding of this conference. 


Recalis Nov. 1 Statement, 

“At this juncture in India’s his- 
tory,” the statement. began, “I de- 
sire to recall the attention of her 
people. to the main fact out of 
which the present situation has de- 
veloped. 

' “On Nov. 1 last I made an an- 
nouncement on behalf of His Maj- 
esty’s Government that in their 
jiidgment it was implicit in the 
deciaration of 1917 that the nat- 
ural issue of India’s constitutional 
progress as there contemplated was 
the attainment of dominion status. 
“YT further stated that when the 
Statutory Commission and the In- 
dian Central Committee had sub- 


mitted their reports, and these had 


been published, and when his Maj- 
esty’s Govérnment had been able 
in consultation with the Govern- 
ment of India to consider these 
matters in the light of all material 
then available, they would propose 
to invite representatives of differ- 
ent parties and interests in British 
India and representatives of in- 
dian statee to meet them separate- 
ly or together, as circumstances 
might demand, for the purpose of 
conference and discussion in -fre- 
gard both to British» India and 
the all-India problems.” 

Lord Irwin continued that fa 
he met Gandhi and Pondit. Motilal 
Nehru, arrested: leader of the Con- 
gress Committee, on Dec. 23, 1929, 
“they made it plain they were not 
prepared to participate in the con- 
ference except upon new condi- 
tions which had found no piace in 
my announcement, and consequent 
upon this, the Congress at Lahore 
under the guidance of Gandhi 
proclaimed its creed to be that of 
complete independence 

“In order, to defeat the proposals 
of His Majesty’s Government, they 
have sought to proceed, not by 
constitutional means, as might 
have been expected to appeal to 
reasonable men, but have deliber- 
ately embarked upon a course of 
civil disobedience fraught with 
dangers to which it is impossible 
to suppose -its authors can any 
longer be blind.” 

The Viceroy then referred to the 
letter in which Gandhi announced 
his intention. of starting the civil 
disobedience campaign and to his 
own reply expressing regret the 
public peace was to be endangered. 

“Maintain AGthority of Law.” 

Recalling his prediction in the 
legislative Assembly on Jan. 25 
that the Gandhi movement would 
involve such danger, Lord Irwin 
made it clear that while it. was his 
desire to do everything possible for 
conciliation, he would none the 
less effectively maintain the au- 
thority of the law. * 

“The events of the past few 

weelts,” he said, ‘have been-a- mel- 
ancholy fulfillment of the antici- 
pation expressed in my sett to 
Gandhi's ietter.

After recognizing that “at the 
present time there is a widespread 
desire throughout India to see rea! 
political advance,” Lord Irwin said, 
“T have learned to love India too 
well to relax my effort to assist 
what I hold to be the natural true 
development of her political life.” 

He declared, however, that such 
development depended on the solu- 
tion of “real problems,” including 
that of the future position of ra- 
cial minorities. He said any settle- 
ment must have the consent of the 
minorities who would live under a 
new constitution. 

He ended with a warning to 
Gandhi and his associates. 

“But so long as those responsible 
for the civil disobedience move- 
ment refuse to recognize realities 
and proceed as if all that were 
necessary was to break the law re- 
gardiess of the colsequences, s0 
long will they be postponing the 
very things that they profess to de- 
sire for India and that others, who 
do not share their reluctance to see 
the facts as they are, might by this 
have gone far to achieve. 

“No more severe condemnation 
was ever passed upon any person 
than that in which it was said of 
some, that they entered -not in 
themselves and them that were en- 
tering in they hindered.”

Now there is wide- 
spread apprehension, even in conservative quarters. 
that the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill will become a law.

Commerce: 


The average business man ought to study this 
measure with great and most thoughtful atten- 
tion. As be does so he will become more and 
more convinced that it is throughout a gross vio- 
lation of pledges. It satisfies nobody and is 
calculated to advance the interests of no one save — | 
some limited groups of special interests. Manu- 
facturers as a whole will not profit by it, for 
while they have received substantial advances of 
duty in many schedules, they will find that the 
autho imposed upon raw materials, which they 
must import, will largely, or wholly, and in some 
cases more than wholly, offset the advantages 
they get from higher rates on their own products. 
Farmers are given exorbitant tariffs, but in a 
way that will help them not at all, for reasons a}- 
ready often stated, unless indeed they should 
also be given the export debenture plan, which is 
not likely to be included. The general public is 
badly treated through the establishment of un- 
fair methods of valuation and undesirable 
changes in administration. The framers of the 
tariff have kept faith with nobody. 

How cand we explain such am outcome? Most 
easily on the basis of the old maxim that “too 
many cooks spoil the broth.”” There are many in- 
dications that tariff duties were used during the 
campaign as a means of cajoling votes. But, in 
addition to that, the whole history of the tariff 
bill as it plodded through Congress has been a 
history of bargain and sale, of swapping advances 
in rates of one schedule for advances in another. 

Does the country want any such bill to become 
a law? 


Meanwhile, the situation with respect to Canada

as the Chicago Tribune. The Tribune says the Lib- intellectual problems, which have puzzled man eince 


eral party in Canada, while guarded in its language, 
has in reality come out for a policy of retaliation 
against the United States. There is to be a general 
election in Canada at the end of the coming sum- 
mer, and the Liberals have seized upon the tariff is- 
sue as one upon which they will go to the people. 
The Tribune is quite frank in saying that there is 
more than politics in such a maneuver. It admits 
that such a policy has economic origins, and says 
that “as an issue upon which to collect votes the 
policy of retaliation has much to recommend it.” 
Continuing, the Tribune says: 


Canada is today the best foreign customer 
which the United States has, and the 
United States ts Canada’s best customer. 
In 1929 18 per cent of our exports went. 
to Canada. fe @old there close to a Dil- 
lion dollars’ worth of goods, almost twice as 
much ag we sold to all of South America and 
more than twice as much as we sent to Japan 
and China together. Two-thirds of Canada’s 
total imports came from the United States.. We 
sold to Canada three times as much as did Great 
Britain and all the rest of the British Empire 
cpmbined, Likewise, Canada sent to the United 
States nearly half of her exports, twice as much 
as she sent to Great Britain. 

Canada wants and indeed needs our products, 
and we need Canada’s, as our trade reports prove 
beyond all question, Unfortunately, in some 
items of agricultural production we are in direct 
and sharp competition. Our farmers have reason 
to fear the consequences of the importation of 
Canadian grain, cattle and dairy products, The 
American tariff reflects that fear. No one who 
is aware of the intensity of opinion on both sides 
in this controversy will delude himself with the 
notion that the differences can be easily ad- 
justed. 

Nevertheless, the attempt should be made 
promptly to bring about an understanding. 
Neither party can afford, particularly at a time 
of business uncertainty, to add a new disturbing 
factor, We believe the appointment of @ joint 
commission to review the situation and seek a 
mutually satisfactory settlement of it offers 
much hope of avoiding a costly and mutually in- 
jurious campaign of retaliation.
